A great deal of real diffidence is, by a sad mis- 
nomer, called modesty. Distrust of ourselves, 
and wantof confidence in the powers which we 
actually possess, may arise from slight acquaint- 
ance with the world, and deficiency in practice, 
and so be no fiult on our part; but diffidence is 
certainly no requisite to a perfect manly charac-| 
ter.

We are told that modesty is, first, that lowly 
temper which accompanies a moderate estimate 
of one’s own worth and unportance ; and secondly, 
anact, or series of acts, humble, unobtru 
deportment. A lowly temper strikes us at once 
as indispensab! Sut it is manifest 
that the external indications of modesty, which 
are valuable only as they are indicative of modes- 
ty of heart, and sentiment, will vary as the quali- 
ties upon which it is engratted. The artist’s col- 
ors do not produce more wonderful variety in 
combination, than do the various mental quali- 
ties which make and characterize the individual, 
The hue of modesty hke that of a translucent 
paint, is affected by the ground upon which it 1s 
laid. The diversity of mind is certainly not Jess 
than the diversity of the human countenance ; the 
resources of the Creator for the production of 
each are boundless; and it would be indeed won- 
derful if amid the immense variety and diversity 
of ingredients and combinations upon whieh this 
virtue is engrafted, the developments should be 
uniformly the same. It will be seen, then, that 
the amount of a man’s real or relative modesty 
cannot be hastily determined. Some mental qual- 
ities ure so far independent as to admit of a sepa-

rate consideration, and the presence or absence of 


such, may of course be determined with a good 
degree of certainty ; thus judgment, imagination. 
But he who would stretch his neighbor upon the 
precise, stereotype lines of his own fanciful ideal, 
is a worthy follower of Procrustes. 

The more common and obvious form of modes- 
ty, is seen inthe man who in all companies quict- 
ly occupies the back ground, rather listening than 
speaking, deferring to the judgment of all, and 
apparently more desirous to be a spectator than 
an actor in the drama of life. Attentive listeners 
are so extremely rare, it would ill become us, even 
if we were disposed, to say aught against these. 
We are fur enough from wishing so to do, and 
would rejoice most heartily in the knowledge that 
all who wear this garb are merely modest men. 
But under their flag are to be found a mixed 
multitude who have no part or lot in this matter. 
Of the great congregation of dolts, pliable people & 
knaves, it is enough to say, the first have no opin- 
ions; the second have no fixed opinions ; the last 
have no honest opinions; and we protest against 
their assuming the garment of modesty. 

Dogmatusin 1s always inmodest, and being 
withal exceedingly obtrusive, we are impelled by 
our impatience almost to look with favor upon 
the pliable and diffident. But when we consider 
the elements essential to a finished manly charac-

PRECIPITATE ADMISSIONS TO CHURCH! 
MEMBERSHIP. 
Ifa person has become a child of God, the soon- 
er he is admitted to sealing ordinances the better. 
‘True, but this is a begging of the question. Ad- 
inissions are often so precipitate as to preclude a 
fair and reasonable opportuuity of testing the wen- | 
uineness of conversion, A mere presumption 
that the exercises of the penitent are of a right 
kind, and that entertained while the judgmert 
is blinded by partiality, is taken in lieu of evi-| 
dence; and not unfrequently perhaps the worse 
wotive of acquiring a reputation among men for 
ministerial success, may induce those who hold 
they keys of the Church to throw wide open its 
portals. One must have been an indifferent ob- 
server who has not seen something like a world-| 


different denominations, in numbering their con- 


versions. One proclaims the intelligence of hun- 


dreds converted in a few weeks ; another follows, 
and surpasses his predecessor in the degree of 
success, and a third follows and outboasts the oth- 
ers in the exaggeration and inflation of his an- 
nouncement, Alas! not unfrequently we are 
compelled to listen to the exclusiveness of one 
who takes glory to himself, and maintains that the 
revival began with him or with his denomination, 
and that while his converts are undoubted, those 
of others may well be suspected of insincerity. 
A vast deal of the most pitiful and contemptible, 
if not positively wicked, ambition is often seen 
obtruding its ugly face froma revival narrative 
or anewspaper boast. It is this spirit that leads 
to those precipitate admissions, which, while af- 
fording a nominal inerease to the church, so ma- 
terially diminish its spiritual vigor. Many pas- 
tors have to mourn over their own imprudence in 
this respect—they have done themselves, the 
Church of Christ, and the souls of the pretended 
converts, irreparable mischief, by admitting them 
into the sheepfold without scrutinzing their quali- 
fications. Sometimes they have thus admitted en- 
emies to oppose them, instead of friends to sus- 
tain them; and at the best they have got parti- 
zans to uphold them, instead of humble and de- 
vout disciples for the Lord Jesus Christ. We 
have seen pastors literally driven from their posts 
by the relentless opposition of their own boasted 
converts, and we have seen others, who had per- 
haps more tact, escaping this fate by surrounding 
themselves with noisy partisans who were ready 
for every thing but humble obedience to the law | 
of Christ. We have seen such converts sitting for 
the first time atthe Lord's table, and in a few 
months figuring in a ball-room; we have seen 
them swelling the numbers of a revival, and in an 
incredibly short. time casting off all fear and re- | 
straining all prayer beforeeGod. The ministers 
of God should desire to pluck souls as brands from | 
| 





the burning, and be willing to labor incessantly 
for God, but in this work self should be excluded; 
the pitiful vanity of being regarded as superior to 
their fellows in the success of their ministry, 
should not once be admitted to their hearts, and 
they should start back with terror at the bare 
probability that they should admit within’ the 
Church, untried converts, for the secret, although | 
perhaps not admitted reason, that they may gain | 
reputation with men! Why is there so little spir- | 
ituality in the Church? Why so much worldly | 
contormity and fashion? Why is it that so little 
Christian benevolence is manifested inthe Church 
in proportion to its members 2 May these efleets 
not be attribnted to an increase of numbers with- 
out right qualifications? How great then is the 
res} nsibility of ministers! As watchmen on the 
walls of Zion, they may strengthen the city of 
God, or admit enemies within its citadels, and for 
this they must give account! Every minister of 
Christ should be ready to resolve, that whatever 
may be the opinions which others may form of his 
usefulness, he will admit none into the church of 
Christ, whose Christian character he has not most 
carefully serutinzed.— Presbyterian.

REVIVAL IN OHIO. 
Warren, March 15, 1842. 

Six months have elapsed since the commence- 
ment of the revival of religion. During the 
year previous to this event, there were occasion- 
al indications that God was about to visit us in 
mercy, and some obtained a hope in Christ. This 
state of things, with an increasing anxiety on the 
part of the people of God to see his work exten- 
sively revived, led to a special effort, which re- 
sulted in the conversion of many souls. 

Christians came up to a more elevated standard 
of holy action and devotedness to God while they 
looked alone to the Holy Spirit for the blessing : 
and they were not disappointed. The work 
throughout was marked for its stillness, depth of 
feeling and solemnity. 

The subjects of the work included every period 
in life from childhood to old age. The old man 
of gray haira, and the child of ten, were seen sit- 
ting together at the feet of the Saviour. The 
Sabbath school has shared largely in the blessed 
work. Of the twenty one teachers, seven were 
out of Christ. These were brought in, with 
twenty of the larger scholars. 

With perhaps one or two exceptions the sub- 
jects of this revival had long been regular atten- 
dants on divine worship. This fact should teach 
us to appreciate the stated means of grace. An 
Inn keeper in the place could obtain no peace of 
mind until he had removed his liquors from his 
bar. This done, and a confession made, the 
Spirit of God set him free. Another, a wholesale 
grocer, who had been engaged in the traffic gave 
up all and was converted to God. He now con- 
ducts his business on the principles of strict tem- 
perance. These specimens will show you that 
the Spirit of God made no compromise with sin. 

The teachers and scholars inthe public schools 
have also shared in the work. Infidelity has been 
signally rebuked and some of its warmest advo- 
cates are now as warmly engaged in the cause of 
Christ. 

A number of the neighboring clergymen at- 
tended the meeting; five of whom have since 
been blessed with revivals in their respective 
congregations. Among these, the first constitu- 
tional Presbyterian Church in Mercer, Pa. under 
the pastoral care of the Rey. Mr. Pettibone, has 
received an addition of more than one hundred 
souls, 

-Vinety persons have been added to the Pres-| 
byterian Church in this place as fruits of the| 
work, and about the same number to the Metho- 
dist Episcopal. These two denominations of 
Christians acted in concert during the revival. 
It is worthy of remark that no instance of back- 
sliding has as yet taken place, so far as we can| 
learn. 

The most delightful harmony prevails in the 
church, and there is a manifest increase of piety 
among its members, and sinners are occasionally 
turning toGod. The Superintendent and Teach 
ers, encouraged by the smiles of heaven vpon 
their efforts, intend to pursue with vigor, the com 
ing season, the system of Sabbath schools in tlh 
country. The last season they had six schools in 
the neighborhood, and the results were happy. 

I would here remark that an effort was jwade 
the past year to supply the county with the 
Scriptures. In fifteen townships which have | 
been already explored, of twenty-one hundred | 
and forty two families, two hundred and eighty 
two were found to be destitute of the word of} 
God. An agent has been employed to explore | 
the remaining towns immediately, and a Cireu- |

lar has been sent to the « lergy of all denomina- | 


tions soliciting subscriptions for the establish 
ment of a permanent depository to supply the 
wants of the county. 

I will now speak of the Temperance Reforma- 
tion, which commenced in January, ¢

A Society was formed at that time on the tota 
abstinence principle. During the first 
months of its existence fire hundred signatures 
were added to the pledge in this village. Some 
few of these were reformed drunkards.

fort, Messrs. Turner and Guptil visited the town, 
A Washingtonian Society was formed, and a fund 
of some hundred dollars was raised for the relief 
of reformed inebriates and their suffi ring fari- 
lies.

One hundred of these are refurmed drunkards. 
The results of this reformation have also been 
most encouraging to the friends of order and re 
ligion. Eight stores have already abandoned thy 
sale of ardent spirits. One public house has 
hoisted the Temperance banner: and three ot! 
ers will probably follow the example. 
tavern and one dram shop have been closed, 
Three groceries have abandoned the sale of the 
poison. Another has been withdrawn from the 
centre of the town, because the room rent exceed- 
ed the profits of sale, A sixth has become so 


unprofitable that the owner intends to seek other! most « 


employment. The few that remain are lingering 
with a kind of consumption which must ere long 
take them off. 
here where rum, gin, braridy and other liquors 
are said to have been manufactured to a consider- 
able extent. 

There have been two breweries in the place, 
but they have met the fate of the groceries. One 
of these has been in the manufacture of beer some 
what extensively ; supplying other places as wel] 
asthis. But the business has become expensive 
and has been abandoned. Gambling and other, 
kindred vices have received a cheek in the pro- 
grees of this reformation which it is hoped will 
banish them from the place. 

One fact will show the decrease of the con- 
sumption of spirituous liquors. The value sold by 

Jive stores alone during the years 1840 and 1841, 
amounted to sir thousand one hundred and thirty- 
eight dollars and forty cents. Four of these stores 
have given up the business, and the fifth has sold 
comparatively none the present year. The tem 
perance ineetings have been kept up through the 
year, and new signatures are added at each meet-

been witnessed before in the annals of Christ's 
triumphant grace, three married men, brothers, two 
of them with their wives, there began their lives 
anew, having each set up his family altar and ded- 
icated his children to God. ‘The bulk of this ad- 
dition consisted of young people, some being the 
fruit of the Sabbath School. And it is a retresh- 
ing sight to witness the affection which is mani- 
fested by these new-born children when they 
meet—the assiduity and obvious delight with 
which they engage in all their religious duties of 
a social kind, and the zeal which they evince in 
seizing all opportunities to do good. The young 
men go out, in groups, in the suburbs of the city, 
holding prayer-meetings and distributing tracts, 
bringing strangers to the house of worship, and 
gathering children into the Sabbath School. A 
weekly meeting is devoted, in an especial man- 
ner, to those who have recently joined the chureh, 
a few of the older and more experienced mem- 
bers occasionally assembling with them, leading 
their devotions, and giving them a word of coun- 
sel and encouragement. 

On the Sabbath following, that solemn, tender, 
and glorious ordinance of Christianity, was cele- 
brated inthe First Church, (Mr. Rich’s,) and there 
another touching and lovely scene was witnessed, 
Here there were twenty-five received, and these, 
too, were for the most part young people. I no- 
ticed a group of young men, say from the ages of 
eighteen to five and twenty, the very strength 
and hope of the church, one of them married, who 
brought up a family of young children to receive 
the rite of baptism. 

In the Second Church, under Mr. Clark, a very 
good state of things also exists. The preaching 
of the word is listened to with increasing interest.

INQUIRY AMONG THE JEWS 

The Rev. T. 8. Grimshaw, the biographer of 
Leigh Richmond and Cowper, who has recently 
returned to England from a visit to the East, states 
that he found in Greece, Turkey and Syria, an ex- 
traordinary spirit of inquiry among the Jews 
There seemed tobe a general impression that the 
period was at hand when the Jews, asa nation, 
would return to their own country ; that the proph- 
ecies mentioned by Daniel and the other prophets 
were being fulfilled: and that the finger of God 
was pointed toward Je rusalem, and bidding the 
Jews to march forward. ‘TY Was a universality 
in it that seemed to be of God: he found it pre- 
vailing throughout the whole of the Levant. It 
existed along the banks of the Danube, and he 
heard of itas generally diffused among the Jews of 
Poland. In Egypt, also, he found a similar im- 
pression; and he learned from travellers that it 
prevailed through Aby ssinia; and discovered that 
it was also prevalent in Palestine. He had no hes- 
Hation im stating that the restoration of the Jews is 
firmly and univers illy believed by the Jews them- 
selves, more especially in the East, and presumed

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SUCCESS OF MISSIONS IN NEW ZEALAND. 

New Zealand consists of two large islands in the 
South Pacific Ocean, extending from 34 deg. to 47 
deg. South lat. and containing about 95,000 square 
miles. They are about 900 miles east of the east- 
ern shore of New Holland, and 15,000 miles from 
England. The language spoken by the New Zeal- 
anders is radically the same with the languages of 
the Sandwich Islands, Tahiti, ete. A grammar, 
compiled by Prof. Lee of Cambridge, was published 
by the Chureh Missionary Society in 1820. 

An active commerce has been carried on, for 
many years, between the New Zealanders and the 
British Colonists in New Holland. During the 
year 1830, the total tonnage of vessels cleared out 
New South Wales for New Zealand was

the purpose of procuring New Zealand flax, spars

OBITUARY 

Mrs. Susan Gore Sropparn, wife of Dea. L. 
T. Stoddard, of this city, died the 29th ult. at the age 
of 33. She made public profession of religious 
faith in 1833 under the lamented Wisser, and in 
dying, triumphed over death, in the glorious hope 
of Heaven, through the atonement of Christ. Her 
ife was an exemplary illustration of the beauty of 
holiness, and her four orphan children must ever 
lument the departure of one of the most faithful of 
Christian mothers. An infant of a few weeks, she 
had hoped to consecrate to Christ in baptism, with 
the witness of the ehurch to which she was ardent- 
ly attached, and prayed earnestly for this privilege 
before her departure. When it was apparent that 
she would never leave her room, her pastor, Rev. 
1. Wixstow, was called, and the solemn and de- 
lightful ceremony was performed in the stillness of 
her own room. ‘Then, with holy fervor, she said, 
* My last work is done '!’’—and in a short time 
“fell asle in Jesus.’ This incident gave rise
